GENERAL 


This is the Thirtieth Annual Report of the Indian Council of Social Science 
Research (ICSSR) covering the period of 1 April 1998 to 31 March 1999. 

The ICSSR’s main deliberative body known as the Council, has twenty 
six members — a Chairman, eighteen Social Scientists, Six representatives 
of the Government of India nominated by the Government and a Member* 
Secretary appointed by the ICSSR with the approval of the Government of 
India (Appendix 1). 

On March 31, 1998, the term of following members came to an end, viz. 
(1) Prof. S.C. Gupte (2) Prof. D.Sundaram (3) Prof. D. Ravindra Prasad (4) 
Prof. Atul Sarma (5) Prof. A.P, Padhi (6) Prof. Sumati Kulkarni (7) Prof. Y. 
Madan Gandhi (8) Prof. (Ms.) Niru Hazarika (9) Dr, M. Zuberi (10) Prof. (Ms.) 
D.J. Modi (11) Prof. A. Vaidyanathan and (12) Prof. Mihir Rakshit. 

The Government of India has nominated twelve members against the 
vacancies caused on 31 March 1998. The new members are (I) Dr.U.S. 
Chaudhari (2) Prof. S.K. Gupta (3) Dr. Ravindra Nath Pal (4) Dr. (Mrs.) N. 
Vijaya (5) Dr. A, Sukumaran Nair (6) Dr. S.N. Navalgundkar (7) Dr, Saradindu 
Mukherji (8) Prof. M.L.Chhipa (9) Prof. P.K. Das (10) Dr. P.N.Chopra (11) 
Dr. S.U. Kama! and (12) Prof. Janak Pandey. 

The ICSSR has a total strength of 68 Officers (Appendix 2). The 
officers of the Council shall be the Chairman, The Member-Secretary and 
such other employees of the Council who can be so designated by the 
Council. The Chairman shall be honorary and he shall be nominated by 
the Government of India in the Department of Education. The Member- 
Secretary shall be appointed by the Council with the approval of the 
Central Government. 

The Council has apart from itself, seven other committees comprising 
members drawn both from the Council and also from outside (not more 
than three). The following table shows the number of meetings of the

IMPORTANT ACTIVITIES OF THE VARIOUS 
DEPARTMENTS OF THE COUNCIL 


PROJECTS 

The ICSSR organized a national seminar on 'Status of Health Care in India’ 
under the ICSSR-ICMR Joint programme on Health on 9 and 10 March 1999 
at the Conference Hall of the ICSSR. Prof. S.R.Hashim, Member, Planning 
Commission inaugurated the seminar. Dr.N.H.Antia, Director, Foundation for 
Research in Community Health, Mumbai chaired the inaugural session. Dr. 
(Mrs.) R. Barman Chandra, Member-Secretary, ICSSR and Dr.Padam Singh, 
Additional Director General, ICMR welcomed the participants. There were 
nearly 70 participants in the seminar representing social sciences, medical 
sciences, NGOs, state and central governments. The seminar focussed on 
issues such as financing of health care, implementation of health programmes 
and policies and changing patterns of health concerns. Nine papers were 
presented by eminent scholars on the subject. The papers presented include: 

1. Health Care Financing in India; (2) The Relative Role of the Centre 
and States in Health Sector Financing; (3) Financing of Health Care in India: 
Regional Aspects; (4) Hospitals and Their Role in Health and Family Welfare 
Service Delivery; (5) Role of NGOs and Private Sector in Health Care 
Delivery; (6) Human Resource Development in Health Sector; (7) National 
Health Policy and Programmes: Issues in Implementation; (8) Changing 
Scenario of Health Concerns and (9) Statement on the Health of the Indian 
People (Prepared on behalf of the ICSSR-ICMR Joint Panel). 

The papeis evoked considerable interest among the participants. In the 
concluding session it was suggested that the statement on Health of the 
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Indian People prepared by a Committee under the Chairmanship of Dr. N.H. 
Antia need be up-dated and made comprehensive so as to enable the 
bureaucrats dealing with health related matters in government and the general 
public to understand it easily. A Committee was set up under the 
convenorship of Dr.N.H. Antia, Mumbai to address this task. 

COMPLETED RESEARCH PROJECTS 

During the period 85 project reports against the target of 90 were received. 
Project Directors w.ere reminded regularly to furnish their final reports in 
time but due to academic commitments and other administrative 
responsibilities, some of them could not finalize their report in the stipulated 
time frame. A major problem which is responsible for delay in completion 
of projects in time is the meagre emoluments which we are still providing 
to the project staff and with the result no suitable staff are found to work 
for the projects. Besides, Project Directors sometimes face problems in dealing 
with the affiliating institutions/universities so far as getting funds in time 
from them is concerned. 


PUBLICATIONS 

During the year, the Council continued its efforts to achieve the fundamental 
objective of the Council to disseminate research information to social science 
community through its various journals of abstracts and reviews in different 
disciplines of social sciences, publication of doctoral theses as well as 
research and fellowship reports published under the publication grant scheme. 
Besides, the four volumes on Antiquity to Modernity in Tribal India were 
brought out. Under the programme of Research Survey, the Council brought 
out the Fourth Survey of Research in Geography. The publication of the 
Fourth Suj'vey of Research in Psychology (in three volumes) by M/s Sage 
Publications was in progress. Also, the publication of Understanding Greying 
People of India (edited by Arun P. Bali) was in its advanced stage; the 
volume is expected to be out early next year. The ICSSR Newsletter , a 
quarterly, provided useful information about the various research activities 
of the ICSSR to the research scholars. 

OTHER PROGRAMMES 
GRANTS TO PROFESSIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 

Under its research promotion activities, the council provided maintenance 
and development grants to various professional organizations of social 
scientists to facilitate their day-to-day research activities as also to run their 
journals. 
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DATA ARCHIVES 

The ICSSR Data Archives was established to promote and coordinate the 
organization of quantitative data in easily processable form and to facilitate 
sharing of available data. It is to help research scholars get access to data 
collected by other agencies and to act as a liaison between the data gatheiing 
agencies and users. It is engaged in activities, such as, development ot data 
repository, providing guidance and consultancy services in data processing 
to scholars, sponsoring training courses in research methodology and 
computer applications and compilation of National Register of Social 
Scientists in India. 

Some of the highlights of the activities during the year are as under: 

1. With sustained correspondence with sixty project directors, three data 
sets were acquired, 

2. As reported earlier, fifteen commissioned papers on the status of available 
socio-economic data were discussed in a National Seminar organized by 
the ICSSR. These are to be brought out as an ICSSR publication under 
an Editorial Committee. The Committee has met and worked out the 
modalities to bring out the publication towards the end of 1999. 

3. In all six training courses under the programme of training courses in 
research methodology and computer applications in data processing in 
social sciences were sponsored. Mention may be made of a three-weeks 
research methodology training course organized in the North-Eastern 
region by the North-Eastern Regional Centre, Shillong. 

4. A computerized data base containing information on academic 
background and research interests of over 5,000 scholars engaged in 
research and/or teaching in different social science disciplines is being 
maintained in the National Register of Social Scientists in India. Efforts 
are being made to increase its coverage through advertisements in 
journals and newsletters. 

5. The scheme of guidance and consultancy services in data processing to 
help researchers tackle their data processing problems is being 
administered through eleven research institutes besides ICSSR Data 
Archives. During the year, forty research scholars from all over India 
availed of these services, at different institutes. 

6. During the year, partial financial assistance was provided to organize 
seventy seminars/conferences. 

NATIONAL SOCIAL SCIENCE DOCUMENTATION CENTRE 

National Social Science Documentation Centre (NASSDOC) located at 35 
Ferozeshah Road, New Delhi, provides information support to the social 
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scientists. During the year 1998-99 NASSDOC served 2,416 research scholars, 
answered about 9,468 reference queries, acquired 3,100 dissertations and 
research reports, reference books and various working papers, and journals 
through subscription, exchange and gratis, 1,80,492 photocopies were 
provided to scholars under its Document Delivery Services, 203 short 
bibliographies were compiled for scholars on demand, About 275 searches 
were made from different CD-ROM and Machine Readable Databases, 17 
Fh,D, students got finaneial assistance unders its Study Grants Scheme, 
Grantdn-aid for documentation and bibliographical services was released to 
2 institutions. Two publications were purchased and distributed to research 
institutes and regional centres, under ICSSR Bulk Purchase Scheme, Three 
training workshops were organized for social scientists and librarians. Few 
training sessions were organized for the staff of NASSDOC and ICSSR, 
basically in the use of e-mail, internet, CD-ROM Databases and MS-Office, 
Mahatma Gandhi bibliography in Hindi and English and 15 regular serial 
publications of NASSDOC were brought out, About 17 CD-ROM databases 
and few software were acquired, The computerization work of ICSSR library 
and creation of databases is in progress. The work under EoLDD-IDPAD 
programmes is also in progress. 

DOCUMENTATION CENTRE ON ASIAN STUDIES (DOCAS) 

Indian Council of Social Science Research has set up a library and 
documentation centre in its new premises at Aruna Asaf Ali Marg, The 
Centre is known as Documentation Centre on Asian Studies, ,The main 
objectives and function of the centre are as follows ; 

!, To build up a reference library of primary and secondary sources of 
information on Asian Studies; 

2, To provide select bibliographies on request; 

3, To provide document delivery and supply service to scholars in India 
and abroad, 

4, To disseminate information on the region through electronic media, 
publications, seminars, etc. 

5, To provide facilities for exchange of literature among the institutions 
concerned with Asian Studies. 

The library of the Centre remains open for scholars/students on all 
working days from 9.30 A.M, to 6 P,M, 

FINANCE 

The Ministy of Human Resource Development, Department of Education 
approved budget grants of Rs.687.30 lakhs under Non-Plan and Rs,700 
lakhs under Plan against the Budget Estimates of Rs.955 lakhs under Non- 
Plan and of Rs.1296 lakhs under Plan. 
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After taking into account a carry forward balance of Rs.50.01 lakhs 
(received during 1997-98 on account of revision of pay scales and which 
could not be disbursed during that year) and receipts of Rs. 19.40 lakhs from 
Council's own activities, the total availability of funds under Non-Plan was 
of Rs.756.71 lakhs. Against it, the total expenditure of the Council under 
Non-Plan amounted to Rs.771.19 lakhs. An amount of Rs.14.50 lakhs was 
withdrawn from the excess interest earned in the GPF account and utilized 
for meeting the Council’s expenditure. This amount has been shown in the 
Balance Sheet as a loan from the GPF account and is to be recouped to the 
GPF account in subsequent years. 

There remained a small amount of Rs. 1,253 as unspent balance under 
Non-Plan which has been carried forward to the next year. 

The whole of the grant of Rs.700 lakhs received under Plan was spent 
during the year excepting Rs. 1,052 which has been carried forward as an 
unspent balance to the next year.

RESEARCH PROMOTION 


Promotion of research in social sciences is the objective for which the 
Council was constituted. This it does mainly by (1) keeping track of 
literature, researches, and trends in social sciences research in the country 
through its survey of research series; (2) inviting new research proposals 
under its research projects and other specialized research programmes; (3) 
granting various types of research fellowships, contingency grants to research 
scholars, study grants, etc.; and (4) conducting seminars, training courses, 
and workshops for the benefit of young social scientists in India. The 
Council’s activities in all these areas during 1998-99 were as follows: 

SURVEY OF RESEARCH IN SOCIAL SCIENCES 

This scheme was launched in the year 1970 to monitor the state of social 
science research in the country. It was felt that these surveys of researches 
already done would help the Council in formulating its research promotion 
policies and identifying priority areas of research. They were also meant to 
help in the teaching of social sciences in the country. 

Under this programme, the ICSSR brings out surveys of research in the 
disciplines of economics, demography, geography, management, political 
science, psychology, public administration, sociology and social 
anthropology covering a period of 5-7 years. These Surveys not only provide 
detailed useful information about the researches conducted during the 
specified period, but also identify research gaps and suggest topics for future 
research. 

Realising the need for reviewing the programme for the optimum 
utilization by the social science community, it was decided to review this 
programme under the guidance of Professor Janak Pandey, Director, GB Pant 
Social Science Institute, Allahabad. He was provided with the required 
details about the programme. The draft review report, suggesting annual 
reviews on certain specific themes in each discipline, was circulated to the 
distinguished scholars for seeking their opinion on the proposed system; the 
review report would be placed before the Council for its consideration and 
finalization. 

COMPLETED RESEARCH PROJECTS 

An yearwise position of research projects sanctioned right since inception 
till the year 1998-99 and the projects cancelled/withdrawn/closed and the 
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reports actually received against them till March 31, 1999 is furnished 
herewith in a tabular form. 

During the period 1998-99, a total of 85 project reports were received. 
Details of these reports may be seen at Table 2.1. All the reports received

pertained prior to the year 1998-99 and hence as the practice followed they 
are shown to the year to which they belong. 

NATIONAL FELLOWSHIPS 

The National Fellowships of the ICSSR are offered by the ICSSR on its own 
initiative to outstanding social scientists in recognition of their work. The 
total number of National Fellowships offered so far are 66, but only 56 
fellows have been able to join the fellowship. During the current financial 
year the ICSSR awarded 1 National Fellowship under the programme. 

OTHER RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS 

Senior Fellowships are awarded primarily to professional social scientists 
having significant publications including books and/or papers in professional 
journals to their credit. The Council has so for awarded 349 Senior 
Fellowships. 

The Post-Doctoral Fellowships which are named as General Fellowships 
are awarded to young social scientists who have obtained Ph.D. degree and 
are interested in doing higher research. The Council has awarded 203 General 
Fellowships by March 1999. 

During the current financial year, 15 Senior Fellowships and 3 General 
Fellowships have been awarded. The details may be seen at Table 2.2. 

Since 1977-78 till 1980-81.22 Young Social Scientist Fellowships were 
awarded. Out of these fellowships only 14 fellows had joined the fellowships, 
12 fellowship reports have been received so far. This scheme had beer 
merged under the post-doctoral/general fellowship schemes after 1980-81. 

One Foundation Day Fellowship was awarded in 1987-88 and one ir 
1989-90 to an employee of the Council. Both were holding Ph.D. degree 
Only one Foundation Day Fellowship report has been received so far. 

STUDY GRANTS 

Under the Study Grants, financial assistance at a specified rate is provider 
to scholars to cover the cost of travel for undertaking consultation of library 
materials which is not available near their place of research/residence. In al 
35 scholars were sanctioned study grants by the ICSSR Regional Centre} 
(Table 2.7).

DOCUMENTATION 


ICSSR documentation unit known as National Social Science Documentation 
Centre (NASSDOC) is located at 35 Ferozeshah Road, New Delhi. It provides 
library and information support to the social science community. This 
activity is virtually equivalent to what logistics is for defence and industry. 
For optimizing the results of research funding and research promotional 
activities such a service is an absolute necessity. In fact, documentation, 
data archival facilities, and dissemination of information through 
publications are the life support systems for a viable intellectual outfit in 
any country. 

The National Social Science Documentation Centre (NASSDOC) 
provides regular services like literature search including bibliography 
compilation, documents delivery and referral services to the social scientists. 
A small but a rich library having research reports supported by ICSSR and 
other funding agencies and copies of doctoral theses in social sciences 
approved by Indian universities are also kept in this library for use by 
scholars. The details of its activities during 1998-99 are as follows: 

READING ROOM 

The reading room of NASSDOC is kept open from 9.00 a.m. to 6.00 p.m. on 
all days from Monday to Friday except on Gazetted Holidays. 

A total number of 2,416 research scholars visited the Library and 
consulted 19,528 documents including theses, research reports, books and 
periodicals. About 9,468 reference queries of scholars have been answered 
during the period under review. 

VISIT BY LIBRARY AND INFORMATION SCIENCE STUDENTS TO NASSDOC 

The activities of NASSDOC are included in the syllabus of most of the 
library schools in Indian universities at Bachelors and Masters degree level 
courses. In their study tour programme Library and Information Science 
Students from the following universities visited NASSDOC to acquaint 
themselves with its various types of documentation work and services.

ACQUISITION OF PUBLICATIONS 

Four hundred monographs including 45 doctoral theses and 114 research 
project reports were included in the library collection. 

acquisition of periodicals 

In all 1,500 journals were acquired through subscription/exchange/grants- 
in-aid. Out of these 250 titles were subscribed during the year 1998-99. 
Twenty-five daily newspapers and other magazines were subscribed every 
month. 

EXCHANGE 

Editors/publishers/institutions of 50 journals were approached in India as 
well as abroad to establish exchange of publications with ICSSR journals/ 
publications. The exchange agreements for 10 journals were finalized. 

inter-library resources centre 

ILRC has gifted duplicated copies of unpublished research reports to the 
following institutes:

Besides the journals of abstracts and reviews in various disciplines, the 
Council brought out the following publications: 

1. Antiquity to Modernity in Tribal India : The study is the outcome of 
a research project undertaken by the ICSSR in 1989 with partial financial 
assistance from the Ministry of Rural Development. The project was 
undertaken with a view to make a comprehensive study of contemporary 
tribal situation in India as also to examine the implications of alternative 
strategies of development. 

Antiquity to Modernity in Tribal India consists of the following tour 
volumes: 

Volume I on Continuity and Change Among Indian Tribes (edited by 
late Professor S.C. Dube) is devoted to subjects such as the interface between 
development, ecology and economy, critical evaluation of the tribal plans 
with particular reference to the questions of health, nutrition and education 
and problems of displacement and rehabilitation. 

Volume II on Tribal Self-Management in North-East India (edited by 
Dr, Bhupinder Singh) deals with the state of self-management structures of 
the region, their social dynamics and the social and political processes 
influencing the tribal communities. 

Volume III on Ownership and Control of Resources Among Indian 
Tribes (edited by Professor S.N. Mishra) deals with the issues of ownership 
and control over resources and addresses the questions of land tenure system 
and land alienation, agricultural practices and dependence on forest resources 
and their management. 

Volume IV on Tribal Movement in India (edited by Dr. K.S. Singh) deals 
with the tribal movement of pre-and post-independence periods. 

The four volumes have been brought out by M/s. Inter-India Publications, 
New Delhi. 

Professor B.K. Roy Burman, Chairman, Academic Advisory Committee, 
Indira Gandhi Rashtriya Manav Sangrahalaya (National Museum of Mankind) 
released the four volumes at India International Centre on 25 July 1998. 

2. Fourth Survey of Research in Geography : The Survey, edited by 
Professor G,S. Gosal, was brought out by M/s. Manak Publications, New 
Delhi. The survey provides useful details about the researches conducted 
during the period 1976-82, identifies research gaps and suggests topics for 
further research.

DATA ARCHIVES 


The Data Archives is engaged in a number of activities to help the social 
science community. These include developing a repository of research 
relevant data, providing guidance and consultancy services in data 
processing to scholars, compilation of National Register of Social Scientists 
in India, setting up of a network of data banks and sponsoring training 
courses in research methodology and computer applications. 

DATA REPOSITORY 

The Data Archives under this programme is developing a repository of 
quantitative data in machine readable form. The main purpose of the data 
repository is to facilitate access of research relevant data to scholars. The 
data sets are mainly generated through research projects sponsored by the 
ICSSR and statistical data collected by governmental agencies. Only those 
studies having re-use potential and supported by relevant documents are 
acquired for the repository. Potential data sets are assessed on the basis of 
topicality and information regarding unit of observation, geographical 
coverage, sample size, storage media and availability of relevant documents 
like copy of the questionnaire, sampling design and matching code book(s) 
etc. Acquired data sets are made serviceable for secondary analysis after 
these are processed and properly documented. 

During the period under review, 60 project directors who had completed 
their projects were approached to collect relevant information. Negotiations 
were also continued with 45 other project directors who had completed their 
projects earlier. Besides, efforts are also being made to approach a number 
of major data generating organizations and research institutions for acquiring 
data. The following data sets were acquired during the year, 

A STUDY OF IMPACT OF EDUCATION ON FARM EFFICIENCY WITH REFERENCE 
TO RICE PRODUCTION IN MADURAI DISTRICT OF TAMIL NADU 

The Data Archives has acquired a data set on Impact of Education on Farm 
Efficiency (with special reference to rice production in Madurai district) 
conducted by Dr.R. Haridoss. The study chose Madurai as it is one of the 
major rice producing districts in Tamil Nadu, Purposive sampling method 
was adopted to select educated and uneducated farmers in fifteen villages 
ot the district. In all 150 farmers — 75 each from educated and uneducated 
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— were chosen randomly from the selected villages in the district. Data for 
the study was collected by administering a detailed questionnaire to all the 
respondents. It seeks to study the impact of education on cost and return 
structure of the farms owned by educated and uneducated farmers in terms 
of their yield, cost, income and economic efficiency of the two groups of 
farmers. The study also seeks to identify main determinants of yield, net 
income distribution and extent of inequalities in net income of educated and 
uneducated farmers as well as input demand elasticities and supply 
responsiveness of the two groups of farmers. The data is available on floppy 
along with relevant documents. 

THE EXPLOITATIVE WORK CULTURE 

The Data Archives has acquired a data set on Work Culture in Indian 
Organizations conduced by Prof. J.B.P. Sinha. The main objective of the 
study is to explore work culture and to sensitise policy-makers, owners, 
managers, workers and trade union leaders and the importance of creating 
a work culture so that the organization may realize high productivity and 
promote human resource development. The present study covers 28 medium 
sized oganizations located in Bihar. Seven categories of Industries — Food 
Products, Beverages, Chemicals, Ceramics, Engineering, Iron and Steel, and 
Mica were taken up for this study. Structured questionnaire was used for 
managers (58) and supervisors (29) which covers information on various 
items like age, education, mode of recruitment, salary and benefits, hours of 
work, technical complexity in job, working conditions, satisfaction with 
pay, liking for job, work pressure etc. Group Interview schedules were used 
to elicit information from workers on physical condition of workers, trade 
unionism, incident of accidents, benefits and facilities, etc. The data on the 
study is available on floppy with related documents. 

PATTERN OF REWARD PREFERENCES IN INDIAN ORGANIZATIONS 

The Data Archives has acquired a data set on Pattern of Reward Preferences 
in Indian Organizations conducted by Dr. S. Bhargava. The study proposed 
to identify and understand the reward preference of prospective and working 
employees in different categories of Indian Organizations. The organizations 
were identified on the basis of their nature — public sector, private sector, 
multinational, and type of organization — fabric, finance, power, electronics, 
cement, pharmaceutical; size of the organization — large, medium and 
small. A structured questionnaire was developed which contained a number 
of open as well as closed ended questions and instructions, statements and 
measures pertaining to the values, order of preference for selecting job, 
background information etc. The study identified 37 rewards, which include 
family’s future, security, autonomy, high responsibility, job variety, 
opportunity for advancement, performance incentive, clarity of work, goals, 
higher standard of living, relationship with subordinates, subsidized canteen 
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facility etc. To know the role of those rewards, respondents i&tes these 
awards on a five point scale. The data is available on floppy along with a 
copy of code book and questionnaire. 

NETWORK OF SOCIO-ECONOMIC DATA BANKS 

ICSSR Data Archives has also been making efforts to help in getting access 
to data generated by other governmental agencies. With this end in view, 
ICSSR is trying to set up a network of socio-economic data banks with the 
involvement of ICSSR supported research institutes and major data gathering 
agencies. As reported earlier, number of review papers were commissioned 
to assess the status of available data in various sectors of Indian economy 
and society. These papers have already been discussed in the national 
seminar and revised as per the suggetions made in the seminar. As a follow 
up twelve priority sectors have been identified and twelve task forces, one 
for each sector, have been constituted to identify and recommend data to be 
incorporated in the proposed data banks. In addition, the revised papers are 
to be brought out as an ICSSR publication under an Editorial Committee. 
The Editorial Committee has met and worked out the modalities to bring out 
these revised papers as an ICSSR publication. 

NATIONAL REGISTER OF SOCIAL SCIENTISTS IN INDIA 

The compilation of National Register of Social Scientists is a regular 
programme of the Data Archives. A computerized database containing 
information about academic background, research interests and research 
publications of scholars, engaged in teaching and/or research in various 
social sciences disciplines is being maintained on a continuing basis. 
Scholars are being approached through their respective institutes for 
collecting relevant information. During the period, Registrars of the 
Universities were contacted for providing names of teaching staff in various 
social science departments. About one hundred proformae were received. 
The collected information is being edited and added to the computerized 
data base on a regular basis. Besides efforts were made inviting the attention 
of the scholars through advertisements about this programme in various 
professional journals/newsletters. At present the data base has information 
of over 5000 scholars. 

GUIDANCE AND CONSULTANCY SERVICES IN DATA PROCESSING 

Under this programme, Data Archives extends guidance and consultancy 
services to the researchers. This includes formulation of research problem 
and design, sampling design, construction of research tools, preparation of 
code books, analysis plan for data processing and using most appropriate 
statistical techniques for analysing the data. Besides the ICSSR Data 
Archives, eleven other research centres located in different parts of the 
country are involved in extending these services to scholars to enable them 
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to avail of these facilities close to their normal place of work. 

During the year, 41 scholars availed of these services offered under the 
scheme. A number of scholars visited the centres more than once to complete 
their research work. A list of the institutes participating in this programme 
can be seen in Appendix 10 and a list of scholars who have availed of these 
facilities during the year is given in Appendix 11. 

TRAINING course 

The ICSSR sponsors Training Courses in research methodology and 
computer applications to upgrade the research skills of young researchers. 
These training courses are organized in different parts of India by premier 
research institutes and university/coilege departments with the financial 
support of the ICSSR. During the year, the ICSSR sponsored six training 
courses in research methodology. 

The list of training courses sponsored during the year may be seen in 
the chapter 'Research Promotion*. 

TRAINING PROGRAMME FOR THE STAFF OF ICSSR 

A two-week training course was conducted in January to initiate the staff 
and officers to the use of computers. The training course exposed the 
participants to Windows 97 and MS-Office 97 particularly, MS-Word and 
MS-Excel. The participants were given extensive hands on experience on 
computers. 

OTHER PROGRAMMES : SEMINARS AND CONFERENCES 

The ICSSR provides partial financial assistance to research institutions and 
college/university departments for organizing seminars and conferences in 
different disciplines of social sciences. During the year, seventy seminar/ 
conferences were held. 

The list of these conferences/seminars may be seen in the chapter ‘Other 
Programmes*. 

COMPUTER FACILITIES 

One of the important functions of the Data Archives is to provide computer- 
aided services to the community of social science researchers. The Data 
Archives has a number of computers to serve the interested researchers. A 
software package SPSS/PC+ is available for statistical analysis of data. 

These computing facilities are available to academic institutes and 
researchers in social sciences at a nominal charge of Rs.300 per hour of 
computer use.

4. Inviting distinguished foreign scholars to India for delivering lectures 
and participating in seminars. 

5. ICSSR’s membership of the international professional organizations, 
namely AASSREC and ISSC. 

6. ICSSR’s participation in UNESCO and the Science Council of Japan. 

7. Grants for studies on Indian Diaspora. 

SEVENTH IC COMMITTEE MEETING 

The Seventh meeting of the IC Committee was held on 3 July 1998. The 
Committee considered and approved several proposals for data collection 
abroad. It also approved the visit of one scholar to Mexico under the India- 
Mexico CEP. 

The Committee also approved seven international organizations’ 
seminars/conferences for addition in the approved list of the ICSSR 
pertaining to financial assistance for attending international conferences. 

The Committee approved the inclusion of a Chinese language interpreter 
along with the Indian scholars’ delegation going to China under the India- 
China CEP.

The main sub-themes of the 
seminar were Socio-cultural Dimensions in Development, Cultural Pluralism 
and Cultures in Contacts, Ethnicity and Inter-Group Relations, Sources of 
Social and Cultural Conflicts, Dimensions of Social Development and Multi¬ 
cultural Societies. 

The seminar was organized by the G.B. Pant Social Science Institute, 
Allahabad. From the Russian side there were seven participants and from the 
Indian side about 30 scholars participated in the seminar out of which 7 
presented papers.

Only one scholar was approved under the scheme of Exchange ot Scholars 
to visit The Netherlands for a period of two weeks. Advisory Committee was 
reconstituted. List may be seen at the end. 

JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING 

Thirty-fifth Joint Committee meeting was held on 12-14 May 1998 at The 
Hague, the Netherlands. Prof. D.M. Nanjundappa, Prof. G.A. de Gruijne, Prof. 
Caira Risseeuw, Prof. J.G. Waardetiberg, Dr. R. Barman Chandra, Mr. Marc 
Verhagen and Mrs. Rachna Jain attended the meeting. 

The Joint Committee meeting discussed the ‘Socio-economic Research 
Support Project' submitted by the Dutch Embassy in New Delhi and the 
‘Project Analysis of IDPAD phase I, II and III’. In addition, subjects like 
review of third phase, latest position of fourth phase projects, new project 
proposals were discussed. Other non-project activities including exchange 
of scholars, commissioned papers, seminars and the exchange of literature, 
documents and data, motoring system and cluster meetings were also 
discussed. 

EXCHANGE OF SCHOLARS

Programme.

IDPAD NEWSLETTER 

IDPAD has started its newsletter to keep the academics awaie of the various 
facets of the programme. So far five issues have been brought out. It can be 
obtained from IDPAD Co-ordinator in the ICSSR. 

CLUSTER MEETING ON URBAN ISSUES 

A cluster seminar on urban issues has been organized in Delhi by Dr. R.B. 
Singh to discuss current and future issues and to present related IDPAD 
projects. Many participants stressed the link between rural and urban 
development with migration, poverty, infrastructural underdevelopment and 
environmental degradation as main problems. Different solutions and 
recommendations were made for urban development in a sustainable way 
and to control the increased unplanned urbanization: developing rural areas 
an (thus) slowing out-migration, regional planning, creating satellite towns, 
increased involvement of the private sector (e.g. in housing) and NGCTs, 
proper management from state to local government level and sensitising the 
public as well as policy makers. 

Under the 4th phase of the IDPAD Programme, a cluster on urban issues 
was constituted consisting of the projects associated with Department of 
Geography, University of Delhi, CSRD-JNU, Madras Institute of Development 
Studies and Institute for Social and Economic Change, Bangalore. A two 
day seminar of the cluster was organized at the University of Delhi to present 
and discuss preliminary findings and results before experts, researchers, 
Government Officials and various local groups and NGOs. The main 
objective of the seminar was to stimulate interaction and methodology and 
the quality of research. Apart from major research themes like, urban 
environmental issues and sustainability, the project focused on land and 
water degradation in urban fringe, provision of basic amenities to urban poor 
in metropolitan peripheries, urban solid waste management and grass root 
level initiatives to solve the above problems. The seminar was widely covered 
by both print and television. 

INAUGURAL SESSION 

The introductory address was given by Dr.R.B. Singh, Seminar Convenor, 
and Prof. D.H.A.Kolff, University of Leiden, The Netherlands, who informed 
the gathering about IDPAD. 

Prof. Mohammad Shafi, focused his address on urban solid waste and 
degradation of land in rural urban fringe. He drew attention to the fact that 
the rural-urban fringe has been one of the most neglected areas in planning 
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in India and in the process becoming dumping sites and polluting the 
environment. 

The inaugural address was given by Dr. A.P. Mitra, who claimed defining 
human dimensions was a problem in the Global Environmental Change 
(GEC). 

The Chief Guest, Mrs. Krishna Singh, saw the urbanization process as 
a global phenomenon. She focused on the problems arising out of increased 
and unplanned urbanization. She stressed upon the need to monitor and 
control migrations, one of the two basic causes of urban problems, the other 
being poverty. 

The presiding address was delivered by Prof. R.P, Mishra who drew 
attention to the non-viability and non-sustainability of Indian villages and 
cities. He was of the opinion that the main gap between cities and villages 
is due to non-availability of amenities and is increasing due to non¬ 
management of resources and facilities. In order to develop the rural areas, 
he suggested slowing down of out-migration. He also pointed out that 
migration is the root cause of all the urban problems of poverty and housing. 

panel discussion 

CURRENT URBAN ISSUES 

A panel discussion on current urban issues was chaired by Mr.K.C. 
Shivaramakrishnan, Dr. S.D. Mehta, in his discussion, drew the attention of 
the audience to the growing field of Remote Sensing, GIS, and networking 
and their application in development and management of resource and 
economy. 

Prof. R.P. Mishra gave some valuable suggestions like the need for 
administrating infrastructure, people’s participation and research’s utilization 
in policy making and also development of Micropolis in India. He argued 
that the impact of technology in urban planning is increasing but it is only 
a means, the important issue is management. Rural planning is essential to 
release the stress on urban centres. 

Dr. Paul P. Appasamy talked about the political, economic and social 
forces operating in urban areas and emphasised the role of people’s 
representatives, proper management from state to local government level, 
and the role of NGOs and grassroot organizations. He emphasised the need 
to shift focus from development control to regional planning. 

Prof. Amitabh Kundu,' in his discussion, pointed out that the Indian 
urban scene ends with 40-60 cities. The main problems, he pointed out were: 
population explosion in class 1 cities; ‘slum’ high poverty rate and lack of 
finance. Rapid growth of population is posing problems for the urban 
planners in order to provide basic facilities. 

Dr. Kulwant Singh, highlighted major issues in urban sector reforms. He 
talked of the key issues of land housing, infrastructural developments

including education, sanitation, health, transport roads, slum development, 
water supply, electricity and finance, governance and organization of these 
along with the related laws and present conditions. 

Mr. L. Mandalia, in his comments, suggested a restricted entry in Delhi, 
along with development of idea of civic responsibility among citizens so as 
to solve the problems of water and air pollution. He also stressed on the 
proper management of infrastructural facilities in urban areas. 

Finally, Mr. K.L. Shivaramakrishnan concluded the panel discussion by 
asking for proper delineation of duties and administration in rural urban 
areas. He also suggested that both villages and urban dwellers should be 
encouraged to have a sense of belonging to their areas and play a role in 
it’s development. 

INDIA’S URBAN FUTURE : COOPERATION, LINKAGES AND 

COMMUNICATION WITH POLICY MAKERS 

The discussion was chaired by Dr. R. Sikka. 

Dr. S.P. Bansal presented a paper on urban development in a sustainable 
way. He pointed out that a very high growth rate of population leads to 
shortage in housing, high prices of land, haphazard growth, scarcity of land 
and congestion which is becoming beyond the affordability of general 
masses. He suggested; (a) there is an increasing gap between growth of 
population and availability of infrastructural facilities; (b) limit the growth 
of city by diverting population to satellite towns; (c) increase housing by 
private sectors; (d) review and revise management practices; (e) harness the 
local potential resources; (/) community involvement with private sector. 

Dr. P.S. Datta presented a paper on groundwater issues for sustainable 
development in Delhi. According to his study, population and water demand 
is increasing sharply in urban areas. Along with this, there is encroachment 
of urban areas in rural areas, and large parts are polluted, especially 
groundwater. 

Dr. Jagdish Bhadhur stressed on efficiency of energy resource use. He 
brought into focus the need for improving communication, creating 
awareness and sensitising the concerned to the growing problems of urban 
management. 

Prof. Rais Akhtar presented a paper on the effect of pollution on climate 
and health. He pointed out that Delhi has more communicable diseases and 
also chronic diseases. There is unplanned development in Delhi and we need 
to regulate the inflow of people from other parts of the country to Delhi. 
Migration should be allowed only with the provision of proper housing and 
sanitation. Dr. S.B. Singh presented a paper on groundwater in Delhi. Heavy 
metals were reported in the water samples of Shahdara. The Delhi Jal Board 
is dependent on surface water mainly. He suggested — Roof Top Water 
Harvesting — as one of the measures to cope with the problem of water 
shortage. 
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Prof. V.S. Parmar accepted the role of chemicals in causing pollution, 
mainly water pollution. He suggested eco-friendly approaches to 
environment, energy, economy and efficiency. According to him, new 
developments in science provide some solutions to the problems of pollution. 
He referred to the role of bio-technology enzymes, i.e. eco-friendly catalyst 
can be used to take care of the problem of pollution. He also emphasised 
the economical use of energy. 

Prof. V.K. Sharma highlighted the need to evolve suitable strategies. He 
called for policy initiatives in creating public awareness, sensitising the 
concerned people and training them. The NGOs are expected to make 
substantial contribution. His suggestion was to draw a list of Do’s and 
Don’ts to spread environmental awareness. 

Dr. D.R. Sikka, in his concluding remarks, called for a sustained 
campaign to sensitise the policy makers regarding the serious implications 
of urban problems. Sincere efforts should be made to get the policy 
suggestions implemented by creating public awareness and initiating public 
action. 

IDPAD PROJECT PRESENTATIONS 

The following projects were presented; 

Changing role of the state in urban development: the provision of basic 
amenities to urban poor in the context of unplanned growth in the 
metropolitan peripheries of Delhi (India) and Colombo (Sri Lanka) by Prof. 
Amitabh Kundu (4.3.8). 

He highlighted two perspectives of urbanization: 1. Urbanization to be 
free from government, from the national to village and ward committees it 
should be decentralized as suggested by the 74th amendment. 2. Urbanization 
to be constricted by not allowing cities to grow further. He moreover 
suggested not to consider problems like environmental and social 
degeneration, unemployment, an imbalanced male-female ratio due to 
migration, in isolation. 

Grassroots level initiatives and sustainable development: exploring the 
potential of grassroots level initiatives, organization and expertise for 
sustainable development: alternative strategis for policy implementation 
and communication in urban and rural Tamil Nadu, presented jointly by Ms. 
Van Everd and Mr. Ajit Menon (4.1.7). 

In their paper they presented a survey of a number of literature dealing 
with grassroots entered planning and also stressed it’s potential importance 
in development strategy. The grassroots initiatives are assessed in terms of 
sustainable development. Development, here, is used in a broad sense to 
imply a multidimensional process invading changes in structure, attitudes 
and institutional aimed at reduction of inequality, eradication of poverty 
and the advancement of changes for personal self realization and self 
expression. 
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Environmental degradation and its socio-economic implication in the 
rural-urban fringe of Delhi* with Dr. R.B. Singh, Tejvii Rana, Jag Mohan, 
AnjanaMathur and Monica Rana as presenters of the project findings (4.1.1.). 

Environmental degeneration, specifically land and water degradation, in 
the rural-urban fringe of Delhi, were the core issues being investigated. In 
this regards, the critical issues considered were {a) environmental criticality; 
(b) environmental endangerment; (c) environmental impoverishment; and (d) 
environmental sustainability. A conceptual framework of non-farming 
activities and its impact based on distance decay phenomenon was presented. 
Land mining, quarrying and resulting soil erosion due to excessive 
excavation were highlighted. 

The model of farmland diversification and it’s environmental 
implications was highlighted. Apart from agricultural land, common land 
used for cattle grazing and pastures have also degraded. The status of land 
in Alipur and Najafgarh blocks of Delhi, with the areas which were moving 
to non-farm activities such as brick kiln, warehouses, factories, farm houses 
and nurseries, were highlighted, as well as the decreasing water quality of 
surface water and ground water. 

Sustainable in practice: Exploring innovation in urban domestic solid 
waste management in India, by Dr. M. Nageshwar Rao (4.1.2.). 

According to Dr. Rao the main objectives of sustainability are (a) 
innovative policies for solid waste management; ( b ) minimising solid waste 
through sustainable management; (c) actual and potential pathways to 
introduce new approaches and the process of implementation of these 
approaches. He suggested sustainable solid waste management innovations 
minimise final disposal waste and maximise the reuse and recycling of solid 
waste. Final disposal management with efficient management generation is 
needed for domestic level disposal. In this case study, a grassroots level 
study of people shall be done to understand whether they are interested in 
change or want to continue with traditional methods of solid waste 
management. 

VALEDICTORY SESSION 

The final session began with the presentation of reports by co-ordinators of 
different session and led to the following major recommendations: 

t. There is an urgent need for Government to take appropriate steps and 
if possible legislation for land encroachment to prevent shrinkage of 
prime agricultural land. 

2. It is important to utilize the role of modern technologies, institutions 
and methodoiogies/Global Environmental Change (GEC), Land Use 
Cover/Change (LUCC) and Integrated Impact Assessment (IIA) for 
monitoring and understanding human dimensions in metropolitan 
development to deal with the problem of climatic change. 
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3. There is a need to monitor and control migration and poverty in the 
metropolitan fringe areas. The best way to check these problems is 
through economic development of the regions experiencing maximum 
out-migration. 

4. Development of System Approach for development of Sustainable 
Neighbourhood, starting from grassroots and considering ‘wards’ as the 
basic units of development. 

5. Application of Remote Sensing, GIS and networking in development 
and management of resources and economy so that such technology 
should become an integral part of regional and local level decision 
making. 

6. Prioritising and focussing for balanced development of productive 
system, welfare schemes and infrastructural development in potential 
areas. 

7. Creating awareness among people about right way to dispose off solid 
and liquid wastes through development of indigenous and local 
technologies. 

8. Eco-development focus is essential for the protection of specific critical 
areas (like the Delhi Ridge and the River Yamuna), generating effective 
database and management development systems. 

9. Revamping management of urban infrastructure, enforcing regulatory 
mechanism, and taking special care of informal sectors and rural poor. 

10. In order to check unplanned urban development (i) limiting the growth 
of city by diverting the population to satellite towns; (//) increasing 
housing and sanitation by private sectors. 

11. Need to highlight the energy efficiency in development programmes. 

12. Checking the problem of water shortage through development of ‘Roof 
Top Water Harvesting’. 

13. Evolving public participation, action and awareness in policy matters 
regarding environment, energy and economy. 

14. Encouraging the involvement and training of young researchers and 
utilizing their findings for policy development. 

15. Policy guidelines for rural development (i) stop villages from degrading 
into slums; (ii) finding ways of enforcing land use plans and building 
bye-laws; (iii) checking transport network, sewage and drainage; 
(iv) finding ways of providing safe transmission of energy, irrigation and 
communication. 

16. Development of civic sense and responsibility among citizens to solve 
the problem of water and air pollution. 

17. Proper delineation of duties and administration in rural and urban areas.

ICSSR REGIONAL CENTRES 


Regional Centres were established as part of the Council’s programme of 
decentralizing administration, broad basing social science research, and 
involving social science institutions in the regions in promoting social 
science research. Their mainroles were defined as follows: 

1. To represent the ICSSR within the region and spread the message and 
the programmes of the ICSSR to social scientists in the region; 

2. Bring the ideas and problems of the social scientists of the region to the 
notice of the ICSSR for possible action; 

3. Bring the social scientists of the region closer for promoting of social 
science research within the region; and 

4. Serve as a link between the social scientists of the region and the 
national and international community of social scientists. 

The ICSSR has six Regional Centres. Their location and coverage are 
as follows: 

1. Eastern Regional Centre, Calcutta covering Bihar, Orissa, Sikkim, West 
Bengal, and the Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

2. North-Eastern Regional Centre, Shillong covering Arunachal Pradesh, 
Assam, Manipur, Meghalya, Mizoram, Nagaland and Tripura. 

3. North-Western Regional Centre, Chandigarh covering Haryana, Himachal 
Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir, Punjab and the Union Territory of 
Chandigarh. 

4. Northern Regional Centre, New Delhi covering Madhya Pradesh, 
Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh and Delhi. 

5. Southern Regional Centre, Hyderabad covering Andhra Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Tamil Nadu and the Union Territories of Lakshadweep 
and Pondicherry. 

6. Western Regional Centre, Mumbai covering Gujarat, Maharashtra, Goa 
and the Union Territories of Daman and Diu, Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

A number of State Governments are providing financial assistance for 
the activities and programmes of the ICSSR Regional Centres. The Regional 
Centres have been undertaking the following activities: 
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1. Promoting documentation and bibliographical work in the regional 
languages; 

2. Organizing seminars/workshops/conferences in the region; 

3. Organizing lectures by distinguished scholars; 

4. Assisting regional professional associations of social scientists and social 
science journals in the regional languages. 

5. Providing low cost accommodation (wherever possible) to scholars/ 
students visiting the place for library or field work; 

6. Awarding jstudy grants to scholars for visiting libraries and institutions 
for work; 

7. Providing photo-copying facilities to scholars, especially providing 
photocopies of selected articles from Journals etc., and 

8. Any other activity which may promote social science research in the 
region and/or which may be delegated by the ICSSR. 

Regional Centres have developed infrastructure and research support 
facilities over the years with the funds provided by the ICSSR and by some 
State Governments of the region where they are located. These include 
hostel/guest house facilities, additional library space, conference halls, 
seminar rooms, and reprographic facilities. 

ACTIVITIES 

DOCUMENTATION AND BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SERVICES IN REGIONAL 
CENTRES 

The Southern Regional Centre, Hyderabad has been providing documenta¬ 
tion and bibliographical services in Telugu, Urdu, Tamil, Kannada and 
Malayalam. 

The Centre continued its work on theme oriented bibliographies and 
has indexed articles appearing in different social science journals, periodicals 
and books on child development. 

It has a Government Document cell where reports of legislative 
committees, corporations and other agencies, budget papers and government 
publications received from the State of Jammu and Kashmir, Punjab, 
Meghalaya, Sikkim and Karnataka are catalogued and brought out in the 
mimeographed form. 

The Western Regional Centre, Mumbai functions as a national centre of 
Marathi language and provides financial support to four social science 
journals published in Marathi. It has financially supported eleven 
conferences and seminars organized by various departments of the 
universities and other social science research institutes during the year. 

The Rajiv Gandhi National Drinking Water Mission of the Ministry of 
Rural Development, Government of India has entrusted the North-Eastern 
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Regional Centre with a survey-cum-study on the status of rural drinking 
water supply in Meghalaya and Mizoram in May 1994. The Centre continued 
to provide financial assistance for the organization of seminars and workshops 
to 12 university departments and colleges of the North-Eastern Region. 

The Northern Regional Centre, New Delhi acts as National Centre to 
provide social science material to scholars in Hindi and English. 

The Eastern Regional Centre, Calcutta is the national centre for Bengali 
and Oriya. The project ‘Union Catalogue of Printed Bengali Books on 
Social Sciences Available in the Major Libraries of West Bengal' undertaken 
by the Centre was continued during the year. 

The North-Western Regional Centre, Chandigarh being the Centre for 
Punjabi language prepares cumulative index of social science books and 
periodicals in Punjabi language. 

The Centre has brought out a social science documentation list of 
periodicals available in the university and other major libraries in the region, 
They have introduced a new service entitled ‘Articles on Current Topics’

RESEARCH INSTITUTES 


The Indian Council of Social Science Research provides maintenance and 
development grant to 27 research institutes. Sponsoring of research insti¬ 
tutes outside the scope of the University Grants Commission has been one 
of the major programmes of the Council in enlarging the base of social 
science knowledge, improving the quality of research, and promoting an 
interdisciplinary perspective. These institutes constitute an important 
mechanism for implementing the Council’s policy of dispersal of research 
talents and building up of research capabilities in the different regions of 
the country, particularly in the areas where social science research is not yet 
well developed. 

The Council at the end of the eighth plan has reviewed the activities 
of the Research Institutes and has been trying to implement the 
recommendations of the Review Committee of Research Institutes particularly 
in regard to the renewal of the faculty, upgrading of infrastructure and 
research facilities and encouraging areas of research beyond traditional 
academic boundaries. However, due to financial constraints, the funding to 
Institutes could not be provided. The Council is trying its level best to 
provide grant as much as recommended by the Institutes. 

Research Institutes have established close links with the scholars in the 
region as well as elsewhere through various activities such as seminars, 
workshops, training and consultancy programmes. Some of the institutes are 
closely associated with national and state level planning and development 
agencies and have thereby strengthened the links between research and 
policy making. 

Each Institute decides about its own direction of research which includes 
a wide spectrum of subjects related to agricultural and rural development, 
industrial structure and growth, income distribution and poverty, employment 
and wages, inter-regional differences in levels of development, education, 
health, nutrition, problems of weaker sections of society including women, 
energy, technology, ecology, environment, social, cultural and institutional 
aspects of development. Thus, research studies have generated substantial 
empirical knowledge of the structure of Indian economy and society and 
their dynamics both at the national and regional levels. 

It may be mentioned that during the last five years 1,232 research 
projects have been completed by the institutes, while 1,880 were ongoing. 
They cover a wide spectrum of issues relating to those areas which are 
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already mentioned in the above paragraph. What is more significant in these 
efforts is that they are not only interdisciplinary in character but also focus 
on regional and local problems. 

In this process they have become centres of research for region’s specific 
issues and have greatly contributed to an awareness of the nature of 
development problems and potential of the country as a whole. 

In terms of publication, the institutes have brought out 407 books, 
2,163 working papers and monographs. 

Another important activity which has been given importance by the 
Council is the training of young social scientists by the research institutes 
through M.Phil. and Ph.D. programmes, workshops and seminars. During the 
last five years, 146 Ph.D.s have been produced and 777 scholars are working 
on Ph.D. The Council can legitimately take pride in its role in promoting 
the research and training efforts made by the research institutes. 

Two hundred and forty-three research projects were completed in these 
institutes during the year under report. The total number of ongoing studies 
at the end of the year was four hundred and forty-one. 

Research Institutes disseminate results of their research studies in the 
form of published books and mimeographs and working/occasional papers 
etc. During the year, the number of books published or circulated was 
seventy-one and those of mimeographs, working/occasional papers and 
articles was eight hundred twenty-seven only. 

Institutes also undertake training of young social scientists and assist 
fresh researchers in designing and conducting their research. To this end, 
doctoral fellowships have been provided to these institutes. Some of the 
institutes have been assisting in teaching and training programmes for M.Phil. 
and Ph.D. students. In addition, as per the Council's policy they participate 
in postgraduate teaching, research guidance in the universities and also 
involve the university teachers in their research programmes. Eighteen 
scholars working under the guidance of the faculties of the research institutes 
were awarded Ph.D. degree. During the year eighteen scholars submitted 
their doctoral dissertations and one hundred eighty-five scholars were 
working at the research institutes. 

In all three hundred and eleven seminars and workshops were held 
during 1998-99. 

The focus of the A.N. Sinha Institute of Social Studies, Patna is on 
development with particular reference to problems of Bihar and its eastern 
region. Its approach to development emphasises on community initiative. A 
number of studies related to Poverty Alleviation, Rural Development, Child 
Development, Economic Policy, SC/ST Studies, Evaluation of Development 
Activities in Community Education, Social Stratification and Agriculture 
etc. have been undertaken by the Institute. During the period, eleven studies 
have been completed while six were in progress. Four books and twenty-four 
articles were published by the faculty in various journals and the edited 
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books. Also, the institute brought out its journal Social and Economic 
Studies , One student was awarded Ph.D. degree and thirteen were working 
for the degree, Fifteen seminars and two workshops were also organized. 

Public Policy in Human Development, Political Economy, Labour and 
Development Technology, Natural Resource Management, Community 
Irrigation, State and Union Intervention in Rural Labour, Political Economy, 
Labour and Development, New Economic Policy — Impact on Dalit, Social 
Mobility, Restoration of Alienated Tribe Land in Kerala, Agrarian Reforms 
and Land^ Distribution Experiences etc. gets the priority in the research 
activities of the Centre for Development Studies, Trivandrum. Forty-six 
studies were completed while work on twelve studies were in progress. In 
addition, the Centre has undertaken 26 new projects during the year. Two 
students were awarded Ph.D., four have submitted the theses, and thirteen 
students were working for their Ph.D. degree. Six books and seven working 
papers were published. The faculty also contributed 33 research papers in 
journals and edited books. The Centre conducted twenty-two lectures and 
seminars. 

The research activities of the Centre for Economic and Social Studies, 
Hyderabad revolve around the economic and social problems of Andhra 
Pradesh. During the year, the Centre continued to work on "An integrated 
economic and environmental assessment of solid waste systems in Kenya 
and India’ project. Besides, other research activities of the Centre were on 
health and family welfare, health economics, agriculture, food security, 
poverty alleviation, unemployment and district planning and bovine and 
dairy development, resettlement and rehabilitation, and state finances. The 
Centre completed seven research projects and fifteen research studies were 
in progress. Irf addition, the faculty of the Centre published twenty research 
papers and brought out three monographs. Nine scholars continued to work 
on their Ph.D. work. The Centre also organized nineteen seminars. 

The main activities of the Centre for Multi-Disciplinary Development 
Research, Dharwad are : R & R Plan and EIA Plan for Markandaya Reservoir 
Project, Health Indicators, Mortality and Morbidity, Human Development 
Index, Socio-economic Idea in Ancient Indian Literature, and Community 
Contribution to Development of Education. During the period under review, 
the Institute completed one study and seven projects were at various stages 
of completion. Seven scholars were registered for Ph.D. The Centre also 
organized six seminars/conferences. 

The focus of studies of the Centre for Policy Research, New Delhi is on 
Governance, Security Policy, Water Resource Policy, Voluntary Sector, Eco¬ 
nomic Liberalization, Coalition Theory, Social Violence, Federalism, Urban 
Policy etc. Duing the year, the Centre completed four studies, twenty-six 
were at various stages and four new studies were undertaken. Four books and 
two monographs were published by the faculty. Besides, more than two 
hundred articles written by the academic staff of the Centre have been 
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published in major national dailies and in research journals on current 
topics. The Centre also organized four seminars/workshops during the year. 

The Centre for Research in Rural and Industrial Development, 
Chandigarh conducts research on Population, Education and Development, 
Migration, Growth of Slums, Problems of Ecology in Agriculture, 
Liberalization of Economy, Family Welfare, etc. The Centre also organized 
innovative training programme for Panchayati Raj Institutions and 
governmental agencies. During the year, the Centre completed eleven studies, 
and twenty studies were at various stages of completion. In addition, the 
Centre organized six lectures/seminars and four training programmes during 
the year. One book, seven research papers were published. 

Research at the Gujarat Institute of Development Research, Ahmedabad 
have been primarily on Non-Agricultural Employment, Liberalization, 
Globalization, and High Tech Industrialization, Non-Agricultural 
Employment and Rural Livelihoods, Swadhyaya Activities and Socio¬ 
economic Changes in Gujarat, Documenting the Process of Implementation 
of Medium and Minor Irrigation Projects and Flow of Funds in the Macro 
Economic Framework. During the year the Institute completed four research 
projects, twelve studies were in progress and one new project was undertaken. 
The faculty of the Institute published eleven working papers and twenty-five 
research papers. 

The Centre for Studies in Social Sciences, Calcutta completed twenty- 
five years of its existence in 1998. Among the projects which received major 
attention from the Centre are Evolution of the Family in Modern Bengal, 
Agrarian Development in Bengal, Industrial Development, Effects of 
Structural Adjustment and Globalization, Problems of Under Investment in 
Small Scale Industries, History of Visual Representation in Modern Bengal 
and Study of Indian Film Industry. During the year, three studies were 
completed while twenty-three studies were in progress and seven new projects 
were undertaken. The Centre published two books and brought out six 
occasional papers. In addition, a public lecture delivered by Sunanda Sen 
was also published. During the period, seven workshops/lectures were 
organized. Three students submitted their theses for award of Ph.D, degree 
and sixteen were working for it. 

The main concerns of research at the Centre for the Study of Developing 
Societies, Delhi have been Electoral Behaviour, Democratic Politics, Politics 
of Culture and Politics of Knowledge, Politics of Alternative and Desirable 
Future, Violence, Ethnicity and Diversity, During the year, fifteen studies 
were completed, twenty-five studies were in progress and ten new studies 
were undertaken. The Centre had eight books and five edited books 
published during the year. The Centre continued to bring out two journals, 
namely China Report and Alternatives. The Centre also organized sixty- 
eight lectures/seminars/discussions. The faculty contributed fifty-six articles 
in various journals and books. 
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The focus of the research activities of Council for Social Development, 
Hyderabad has been on Nutrition and Health Education; Social Assessment 
of District Poverty Initiative Project, Land Alienation of Tribals in Bihar, 
Evaluation of Total Literacy Programme and its Evaluation. During the 
period under report, the Council completed nine projects and fourteen were 
ongoing. The Council conducted twelve seminars/lectures and workshops. 
Besides, the faculty got published eight articles in various journals and 
edited books. The Council also published two books during the year. The 
Council organized three workshops/seminars. 

The Centre for Women’s Development Studies, Delhi since its inception 
has undertaken research-cum-action projects. During the period, priority 
areas of the Centre were: Water Resource Mnagement, Evolution of Rashtriya 
Mahila Kosh and its Impact on Women, Panchayati Raj and Women, 
Feminism in India, Communal Violence and Formation of Women’s Studies 
and action projects on: (i) Bankura Project; (ii) Mednipur Wastelands 
Development Project etc. Two studies were completed and six were in 
progress and three new projects were undertaken. Six working papers were 
published by the Centre. In addition, the Centre continued to publish its 
journal Indian Journal of Gender Studies. The Centre also organized two 
workshops and ten seminars. 

During the period, Gandhian Institute of Studies, Varanasi has 
concentrated on Gandhian Thought, Approach to Build a Progressive Society 
and Movement, Agrarian Change, Gandhi and Science, Concept of 
Communitarian Society, Communalism, Land Reforms and Panchayati Raj. 
The Institute completed five studies while fourteen were in progress. The 
faculty of the Institute brought out three books and got published seven 
papers in different journals. The Institute organized two seminars and one 
refresher course. Besides, the Institute brought out two journals namely 
Gandhian Perspectives and Gandhi Vichar Gaveshana. Two students were 
working for their Ph.D. degree. 

The research work carried out by Giri Institute of Development Studies, 
Lucknow was focused on Problems of Weaker Sections, Literacy, Regional 
Development, Agriculture and Rural Development, Inter-Regional Disparities, 
Industrialization, Internal Sector Rural Industries and Physical Infrastructure 
specially Irrigation, Power and Road Transport etc. During the year, the 
Institute completed nine studies while seventeen were in progress. The 
Institute brought out thirteen mimeographs/working papers. Besides the. 
faculty contributed twenty articles in different books and journals.. In 
addition, the Institute conducted six seminars/workshops. 

Emphasis of the G.B. Pant Social Science Institute, Allahabad during the 
year was Adult Education, Literacy Programme, Panchayati Raj, Electoral 
Behaviour, Urban Development, Health, Social Ecology, Ganga Culture, 
Study of Ethno-medicine, Water Cosmology, and Management. During the 
period, the Institute completed two research projects while seven were in 
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progress* The Institute organized three seminars/lectures. In addition one 
international seminar was also organized. Besides, one book and thirty-five 
papers/articles were published in journals and edited books. Five students 
were working for their Ph.D. work. 

Research activities of the Centre for Social Sciences (CSS), Surat relate 
to the following — Identity, Ideology and Consciousness, Social Movement 
and Struggles: Urban and Rural, Communalism, Social Justice and Pattern 
of Governance, Development and Displacement, Discourse and Reality, 
Health, Environment and Human Rights, and Panchayati Raj and People’s 
Participation. During the period, four studies were completed and fourteen 
studies were in progress. The Centre continued to publish its journal Arthat . 
The centre published two monographs and the faculty brought out thirty- 
seven research papers in different journals. In addition, the Centre conducted 
one lecture, fiften colloquium, and one seminar under the CSS Dialogue 
programme. 

The research programme of the Indian Institute of Education, Pune was 
blended with the studies on Perception of and Viewpoint on Education, 
Impact of Media Communication on Rural Women, Networking Institutional 
Capacity in Enhancement and Minimum Levels of Learning. During the 
year, three studies were completed, five were in progress and three new 
projects were undertaken. The Institute’s quarterly journal Shikshan ani 
Saniaj in Marathi continued to be published. Faculty has also published five 
articles during the year. Four scholars were awared Ph.D., while one student 
submitted thesis for award. Currently eight students were doing Ph.D. The 
Institute organized five seminars/workshops and conferences. 

The Institute for Social and Economic Change, Bangalore undertakes 
research on Gender Studies, Dalit Studies on Institutional Development, 
Employment, Agriculture, Irrigation, Family Welfare, Sustainable 
Management, Health, Panchayati Raj, Decentralized Governance etc. Besides 
workshops on Child Labour with reference to Rag Pickers, National Family 
Health, Local Organizations and Rural Poverty Alleviation and Corruption 
were the main activities of the Institute, During the year, eighteen studies 
were completed, twenty-three were at different stages of completion and 
twenty new projects were undertaken. The Institute published twelve books. 
In addition, ninety-five papers/articles brought out by the faculty were 
published in important Indian and foreign journals and newspapers. The 
Institute also brought out Journal of Social and Economic Development, 
Two scholars were awarded Ph.D. degree and two submitted for the degree 
and in all forty-two students continued with their Ph.D. work. The Institute 
conducted twenty-five seminars/workshops. Besides, eight seminars were 
held by the visitors and the faculty. 

The thrust area of research at the Institute for Studies in Industrial 
Development (ISID), Delhi has been on Industrial Development with 
emphasis on India’s Industrial Development and External Economic 
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Relations, Economic Policies and Indian Development, Media Consumerism, 
and New Small Scale Sector Policy. During the period, two research projects 
were completed and one was in progress. The Institute published three 
working papers, one article. The Institute has created an On-Line Index (OLI) 
of articles, notes and other references published in major Indian economic 
and other social science journals. In addition the Institute has brought out 
Alternative Economic Survey — 1991-98. 

The research work undertaken by the Institute of Development Studies, 
Jaipur is related to Natural Resource Management and Environment, 
Economic Policies and Stratagies, Social Policies — Governance and Civil 
Society, Agriculture, Educational Studies, Women and Gender Studies and 
Empowerment of Non-Governmental Organizations. During the year, 
seventeen studies were completed, eleven were in progress and eighteen new 
studies were undertaken. It conducted three seminars, eight workshops, five 
lectures and two training courses. The Institute brought out two books, and 
thirteen research reports, nine working papers and two monographs. Two 
scholars were working for Ph.D. degree. 

Research activiit.es of the Institute of Economic Growth, Delhi relate to 
Gender Equality in Land Devolution in Teniurial Laws, Agriculture and 
Rural Development, Health Studies, Population and Human Resource 
Development, Social Change and Social Structure, Aging, Macro-economic 
Implications and Health Security Issues and Valuation and Accounting for 
Natural Resources. The Institute completed twenty-four research studies, and 
thirty-two studies were in progress. During the year, two books were 
published and forty-five papers by the faculty members were published in 
various journals. The Institute’s journal Contributions to Indian Sociology 
continued to be published. The Institute organized eighteen seminars/ 
workshops/lectures. Also, the Institute organized two international seminars. 

The Institute of Public Enterprise, Hyderabad has conducted Studies on 
Financial Performance of State Level Public Enterprises and Preparation of 
Annual Survey, Memorandum of Understanding in Central Public Enterprises, 
Bio-Technology and Truckers Project etc. The Institute completed two 
research studies while five were in progress. During the year, three books 
were published. In addition, the Institute organized ten seminars and 
workshops. 

The Omeo Kumar Das Institute of Social Change and Development, 
Guwahati was established to promote research on issues relating to the 
Economy and Society of Assam and other States and Union Territories of the 
North-Eastern Region. The thrust areas of research identified by the Institute 
revolve around Economic History, Literacy, Human Development 
Programme, Agricultural Practices and Panchayati Raj. The Institute 
completed three research projects and six studies were in progress. Besides 
one book was published. The Institute also organized four seminars/ 
workshops during the year. 
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Research in Madras Institute of Development Studies, Chennai cover 
subjects like Irrigation, Elementary Education, Industrial Decentralization, 
Women and Employment, Social Justice, Gender Studies, Labour Studies, 
Human Development and Theoretical Research etc. During the year, five 
studies were completed, six were in progress and two new research projects 
were undertaken. One Ph.D. was submitted and ten students continued their 
Ph.D. work. The Institute brought out eleven books and four working papers. 
The faculty also contributed thirty-two articles in edited books and journals. 
The Institute conducted ten seminars/lectures and workshops in collaboration 
with other agencies. 

Research of the Nabakrishna Choudhury Centre for Development 
Studies, Bhubaneshwar, Orissa covers subjects like Child Workers, Health, 
Environment and Sustainable Development, Mineral Economy, Rural 
Development, Women Workers, Problems of Aged and Bounded Labour etc. 
During the period under review, the Centre completed seven studies while 
twenty-one research studies were in progress. The Centre also brought out 
eight occasional/working papers and the faculty got thirty-one articles 
published in journals. The Centre also organized six conferences/seminars/ 
workshops. Six students were awarded Ph.D. degree. 

The major activities of the Sardar Patel Institute of Social and Economic 
Research, Ahmedabad, during the year, was formation of Gujarat 
Development Plan. Besides, other research activities include Welfare Effect 
of Policy Changes, Education: A Tool for Women Empowerment, Panchayati 
Raj, Spatial Structure of Development, Problems of Tribal Women and Role 
of Financial Institutions in Development of Gujarat Economy etc. During 
the year four projects were completed while four were in progress. The 
Institute brought out a bi-annual journal in English and another in Gujarati. 
Twenty-one research papers were also published. 

Madhya Pradesh Institute of Social Science Research, Ujjaiii was 
established in 1993. The Institute undertook inter-disciplinary research in 
social sciences with special emphasis on the problems of Madhya Pradesh 
and the neighbouring regions. Researches during the period covered subjects 
on Environment and Wild Life, Panchayati Raj, Social Issues, Poverty 
Alleviation, Employment Generation, and Medicinal Plants, During the year, 
the Institute completed seven projects and four were at various stages of 
completion. One book and two monographs were also published. The Institute 
published its own journal Madhya Pradesh Journal of Social Sciences . The 
Institute organized six seminars/workshops. 

The ICSSR brought Dr. Baba Saheb Ambedkar National Institute of 
Social Science, Mhow in its grant-in-aid scheme in 1993 with the approval 
of Government of India. The main research activitis of the Institute during 
the year were Identification of OBC’s, Girl Infanticide, Degree of 
Untouchability, Rural Development and Panchayati Raj, Social Development 
and Justice and Dr. Ambedkar and Women Empowerment. During the year. 
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eight studies were completed while eight were in progress and three new 
studies were undertaken. Six scholars were awarded Ph.D. degree and four 
had submitted thesis for the award of degree. Besides, thirty students were 
working on the Ph.D. programme. During the year, three books were 
published. The faculty also contributed fifteen articles in journals. Besides, 
it conducted two seminars under Dr.Ambedkar Lecture Series.

Every year computer staff conducts computer familiarization programmes for 
fresh batch of students and the P&SD participants.

A UDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF INDIAN COUNCIL OF SOCIAL 
SCIENCE RESEARCH, NEW DELHI FOR THE YEAR 1998-99 
L. INTRODUCTION 

The Indian Council of Social Science Research (Council) was registered in July 1969 under 
the Societies Registration Act, 1860. The main objectives of the Council are to review, promote, 
encourage, assist and coordinate social science research. Audi t of the accounts of the Council has 
been entrusted under section 20( l) ot the Comptroller, and Auditor General s (Duties, Powers 
and Conditions of Service) Act, 1971 for a period of five years from 1994-95 to 1998-99. 

2. FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENT 

The Council is financed mainly by grants from the Government oflndia. During 1998- 
99, the Council received grants aggregating to Rs.700 lakh under ‘Plan’ and Rs.687.30 lakh 
under ‘Non-Plan’ from Government oflndia. Ministry of Human Resource Development. 

3. STAFF STRENGTH 

Duri ng the course of audit, it was noticed that the staff strength in some cases was i n excess 
of sanctioned strength as on 31 March 1999. 

The reasons for excess staff were not intimated to audit. 

4. COMMENTS ON ACCOUNTS 

4.1 Difference in Capital Fund - General and assets created therefrom 

The asset side of the balance sheet showed assets of Rs. 1404,12,941.06 (Land & Building: 
Rs. 9,27,58,665: Vehicles: Rs. 10,99,494.41: Furniture & Equipment: Rs.3,34.21,077.23: 
Library Books & CDROMS: Rs.) ,28,35,483.42 and Advances to supplier: Rs.2.98.221} 
created out of Capital Fund General, whereas the liability under the head ‘Capital Fund General’ 
was Rs. 14, M ,50.712.06. Thus there was an unreconciled difference of Rs.7,37,771 , 

4.2 Overstatement of Land & Building 

The asset side of the balance sheet of the Counci I as on 31 March 1999 showed an amount 
of Rs.927.59 lakh under the head ‘Land & Building’. However, this amount also included an 
amount of Rs.25.92 lakh spent on electricity bills and horticulture which was of revenue nature. 
This irregularity was pointed out in the Audit Report for the years 1996-97 and 1997-98 hut 
no rectification had been carried out as yet. The Council slated (Nov.99) that necessary 
corrections would be carried out during the year 1999-2000. 

5. PROVIDENT FUND ACCOUNT 

(i) The Bank Reconciliation statement of the Provident Fund Account revealed that the Bank 
balance was more by Rs. 11,958 than depicted in the cash be book of P.F .Account as 
detailed below:

(ii) In the liability side of the balance sheet of the Provident Fund .A/c. an amount of 
Rs.2.87.48,349 had been shown under the head VF Subscriber A/c. 1 whereas as per 
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ledger, the figure worked out to Rs 2,87.59,408. Thus the liability on account of PF 
subscriber a/c. had been understated by Rs 11.059. 

6. STATUS OF REGIONAL CENTRES 

The matter regarding non-settlement of the status of the Regional Centres was highlighted 
in the audit reports for the years 1993-94, 1994-95,1995-96,1996-97 and 1997-98. But no 
remedial action had sincebeen taken by the Council in this regard. Under the present collaborative 
arrangement, the payments made to the regional centres were beingtreated as grant-i maid. The 
annual accounts rendered by these Centres were not incorporated in the annual accounts of the 
Council. During the year 1998-99 the Council paidgranMn~aidofRs.66.28lakh(Rs.33.5l lakh 
under Non-Plan and Rs.32.77 lakh under Plan) to its regional centres. 

7. UTILISATION CERTIFICATES 

Utilisation certificates amounting to Rs 48.99 lakh were not received from 12 Research 
Institutionsagainstthegrants released duringtheyear 1997-98. However, further grants amounting 
toRs. 175. lOlakh were released to these institutions during the year 1998-99 without obtaining the 
utilisation certificates for previous year. Besides this, utilisation certificates for the year 1997-98 
amounti ng to Rs 6. ] 51 akh from vari ous Regional Centres and Rs 1.56 lakh from various organizations 
for conducting seminars/workshops were not received and further grants were released to them. 
8* ASSET REGISTER 

As per Rule 151(4) of GFRs. undertakings/organisalions/bociies which are mainly 
financed by the grants from Government are required to maintain a register of assets in Form 
GFR-19. Relevant extract of this register is required to be appended to the annual account; and 
acopy of the same sent to the Ministry concerned. It was noticed that the required extract of 
Assets Register in Form GFR-19 for the year ) 998-99 was neither appended to the annual 
accounts of the Council nor a copy of the same was sent to the Ministry. 

9. PHYSICAL VERIFICATION OF ASSETS 

The physical verification of assets of the Council for the year 1998-99 has not been 
conducted. In the absence of physical verification, the correctness of balances shown in the 
Assets Register could not be verified. 

10. DEPRECIATION ON ASSETS 

The asset accounts depict book valueof acquisition and do not exclude obsolete, unusable 
irrepairable and condemned assets and also do not take into account depreciation; with 
corresponding reduction of capital account. Therefore, the capital and asset accounts are 
overstated accordingly thereby not giving the correct picture. 

11. BANK RECONCILIATION STATEMENT 

A scrutiny of Bank Reconciliation Statement of the Council for the month of March 1999 
revealed the following shortcomings; 

(i) Cheques amounting to Rs, 1,71.76,945 were issued but not presented in bank for payment. 
Out of this cheques amounting to Rs.80.834 have become time barred. These lime barred 
cheques should have been cancelled and the amount written back into accounts. 

(ii) Cheque amounting to Rs.68,764,60 had been deposited in bank but these had not been 
credited by the bank. 

(iii j An amount of Rs.37,222.97 had been wrongly credited and Rs.27,283.85 wrongly debited 
by the bank.
